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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The enablement and new matter rejections of the previous office action are 
withdrawn in view of applicant's arguments. 

2. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a). 

A shortened statutory period for reply to this final action is set to expire THREE

3. Claims Directed to an Apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms 
of structure rather than function, In re Danly 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 582, 531 
(CCPA1959). 

A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the 
claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1657 (bd Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). Thus the 
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structural limitations of claim 19, including a logic processor, and a display are disclosed 
in Ferguson et al (5,819,092) as described herein. Also as described the limitations of 
the claim do not distinguish the claimed apparatus from the prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Specifically, the claim is seen as being code-per-se. The preamble claims "a 
computer program embodied on a computer readable medium", however this program 
is not seen to be executed. See MPEP section 2106 (a), page 2100-13 for proper 
format. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Ferguson et 
al (5,819,092). 

Ferguson et al ('092) discloses a logic processor and a display, see column 8, 
lines 15-19 which discloses Windows, Mac and Unix hardware, which are known to 
have logic processors and displays. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-9 allowable. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per Claims 1. 

Ferguson et al ('092) in view of Blower Jr. et al ('852) do not disclose or fairly 
teach displaying a web architecture to facilitate assessment of the components as part 
of a comprehensive, integrated solution comprising the steps of: 

identifying strengths, weaknesses and feature coverage of a product or service 
through non-textually indicia coding the components; 

.wherein indicia coding the components facilitates assessment of the 
components as part of a comprehensive, integrated web architecture solution. 

Claims that depend from the above allowable claim are allowed for the same 
reason.
